Those  students  who  come  to  this 
school  next  year  will  have  to  give  more  support 
to  these  two  ventures,  or  our  two  oldest  traditions 
will  cease.

CASE  HISTORY 


Child's  name:  Pham  Van  Van 
Birth  date:  March  24,  1951 
Nationality:  Vietnamese 

Van  lives  with  his  mother,  a  brother,  Bay  (5), 
and  a  sister,  Lan  (2),  as  well  as  his  maternal 
grandmother  in  the  city  of  Saigon.  The  family 
has  always  led  a  miserable  existence,  and  shortly 
before  Lan  was  born,  their  situation  became  even 
more  critical.  The  father,  depressed  by  their  pov- 
erty, became  completely  irresponsible  and  aban- 
doned the  family  altogether. 

The  child's  mother  does  the  best  she  can  to 
earn  their  livelihood  by  selling  potatoes  or  fruit 
although  she  sometimes  helps  the  neighbors  with 
their  cooking  or  carries  water  for  them.  In  spite 
of  back-breaking  work,  her  earnings  never  exceed 
13  cents  to  20  cents  a  day  which,  obviously,  is 
grossly  inadequate  for  even  the  basic  necessities 
of  five  people,  and  they  are  often  hungry.  The 
aged  grandmother,  who  is  dependent  on  her 
daughter  for  support,  occasionally  spends  a  few 
days  with  another  married  daughter  who  lives 
elsewhere  in  the  province  but  she,  too,  is  poor  and 
cannot  help  Van's  family  financially.  Nor  can  aid 
be  expected  from  the  boy's  married  sister,  Chi  (21) 
as  her  husband's  earnings  allow  them  little  more 
than  a  hand-to-mouth  existence.  It  is  no  wonder 
that  Mrs.  Pham  worries  about  repaying  §13.80 
which  she  has  borrowed  from  the  neighbors  to 


meet  living  expenses;  under  the  circumstances, 
this  represents  a  considerable  sum.  Thus,  with  no 
relatives  in  a  position  to  be  of  assistance,  the 
plight  of  Van's  family  is  desperate.  They  live  in  a 
crude  shelter  which  is  built  over  the  water  and 
measures  6  feet  by  12  feet.  The  roof  is  covered 
with  pajm  leaves  and  pieces  of  iron,  but  it  leaks 
badly  so  that,  whenever  it  rains,  water  pours  into 
the  dwelling.  They  have  no  furniture  and  all  sleep 
on  a  mat  on  the  floor. 

In  this  wretched  atmosphere  lives  Van,  a  rather 
serious,  well-mannered  little  boy  with  expressive 
black  eyes.  It  goes  without  saving  that  he,  and  the 
other  members  of  his  family  as  well,  would  bene- 
fit a  great  deal  from  plentiful,  wholesome  food. 
He  attends  the  second  grade  of  primary  school 
and  after  class  often  takes  care  of  Bay  and  his 
little  sister.  As  might  be  expected  of  a  lad  of  his 
age,  Van  says  he  would  eventually  like  to  earn 
his  living  by  driving  a  car.  In  extending  a  helping 
hand  to  this  youngster,  you  will  assure  him  of  a 
monthly  grant  of  §8,  periodic  distribution  of  food 
and  clothing  parcels,  and  any  necessary  medical 
care.  Of  equal  importance  to  the  hard-pressed 
mother  is  the  heartwarming  knowledge  that  some- 
ne  cares  and  wants  to  help.  Your  interest  and 
kind  assistance  will  bring  hope  and  encourage- 
ment into  this  poor  home  and  afford  Van  the  op- 
portunity of  looking  toward  a  brighter,  more  se-

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SPORTSMANSHIP  ON  THE  PART  OF 
SPECTATORS  AND  TEAMS 


Recently  during  the  extra-curricular  sports  pro- 
gram in  the  Sarnia  high  schools,  there  have  been 
two  outbursts  of  unsportsman-like  conduct.  The 
one  occurring  out  at  Northern  Collegiate  was 
caused  mainly  by  the  spectators,  while  the  happen- 
ing at  the  arena  was  due  to  the  participating 
teams. 

There  are  three  main  rules  that  the  spectators 
should  abide  by  when  attending  these  sports  at- 
tractions. First,  cheer  foi  your  own  team  as  if  you 
want  them  to  win,  but  do  not  criticize  the  other 
team  for  scoring  points.  The  opposition  will  score 
no  matter  what  persons  say  or  do.  Secondly,  if 
during  a  game  the  referee  makes  a  call  that  in 
your  opinion  is  a  bad  one,  try  to  live  with  it  any- 
way. For  one  reason,  the  referee  is  closer  to  the 
play  than  any  spectator  and  he  Jcnows  that  if  he 
does  not  call  a  game  "close"  to  start  with,  it  might 
get  out  of  hand  and  trouble  could  brew  on  the 
playing  surface.  Another  reason  is  that  close  plays 
at  die  beginning  of  the  game  allow  the  game  to  be 
played  faster  and  with  less  infractions  of  the  rules. 
Last,  keep  order  in  the  stands.  If  the  fans  from 


other  schools  are  seated  near  you,  do  not  try  to 
drown  out  the  cheers  for  their  team  but  help  them 
cheer  for  any  good  plays  their  team  has  carried 
out,  so  that  they  will  do  the  same  for  you  and 
your  school. 

Participating  teams  should  strive  to  keep  to 
these  following  rules.  First,  the  officials  are  asked 
to  call  the  games  as  they  see  fit,  so  try  not  to  dis- 
pute their  calls.  Secondly,  play  as  hard  as  you 
can,  but  if  you  are  losing  don't  start  to  get  rough. 
Admit  to  yourself  that  the  other  team  is  equally  as 
good  as  you,  which  they  sometimes  are.  Thirdly, 
if  you  get  pushed,  let  the  offence  go;  don't  try  to 
get  in  die  last  shove.  The  fans  don't  go  for  the 
rough  play  and  neither  do  your  team-mates,  so  if 
you  want  to  fight,  wait  until  after  the  game. 
Stelways  remember  when  attending  or  participat- 
ing in  sports,  that  it  is  not  your  right  but  a  special 
privilege,  which  may  be  revoked  at  any  time.  The 
sports  program  helps  to  keep  the  school's  morale, 
so  let's  keep  the  sports  here.
